FARMERS OF THE BLUE PACIFIC ! 

From the Sunday Polynesian of January 2>194§ 
To test his findings conclusively, 
ho sot up cooperative experiments with ran- 
chcrs on all of the Islands, and soon had 
some 5,000 cattle lapping up cane molasses 
as a supplement to grasses.. On one ranch, 
he controlled the menu of 300 steers in a 
carefully regulated experiment * iHcilf were. ; 
fenced off on one side of tli^ pasture, half 
on the other. Hot only did the molasses- 
fed bqcf gain more weight, but they produc¬ 
ed a quality of meat that brought;a higher 
price on the market. 

The sugar industry immodiatly distri¬ 
buted illustrated-brochures describing’Hon¬ 
kers experiment. Western cattlo growers 
began serving molasses to baby beef produc¬ 
ed for quality- hotel and restaurant trade* 
Increasing demand from the mainland marie t 
eventually drove the price up to §25 a ton* 
Since twenty per cent of the total output f 
of the sygar mills is cone molasses, Henke# 
? s scientific experiment has often mad.o the 
difference between a plantations success 
or failure* . " , * 

In the fall of 1936, rumor reached 
Honolulu that a dairyman In Kona on the 
big island of Hawaii‘had lost his crop of 
naplcr grass. One day the stems of the gra¬ 
ss, twice as tall as a nan, had mysterious¬ 
ly toppled over; next day, the entire field 
lay flat* 

It was-a serious loss. Napier, the 
highest yielding-grass in the tropics,grow 
a, fabulous 125 tons to the acre and was the 
local dairymen 1 s major forage crop# Once 
planted, it grew for twenty years without 
weeding. Ho other crop compared with it. 
Experts examined specimens of the grass and 
declared that it had succumod to eye-spot 
fungus, well-known elsewhere in the Pacific 
but never before seen In Hawaii* A few 
weeks later the calamity was repeated on 
Ilaui* In less than a year, traveling again¬ 
st strong prevailing winds and leaping oce¬ 
an channels 90 miles wide, the epidemic 
laid low fields of napicr on all the main 
islands*

Published in Wide World, July 1923* London* 
We armed ourselves with some rusty" 
cane-knives found in the shank- and then - 
carrying our flashlights, for It was now 
quite dark - waded Into the shallow water 
to kill fish for cur Slipper* Great shoals 
of mullet were feeding along the shoals, 
and leapt out of the water at our lights as 


we approached. It was a. simple trick to thre 
our knives at them and in a short time wo 
had enough for a meal* We broiled a huge 
cocoanut crab and w r ith pork and beans and 
tea soon appeared our appetites* The cocoa- 
nut, crab cxccllcs ary crab or lobster I how¬ 
ever oatCli* It feeds entirely on the rich, 
white meat of the . coconut, which it gathers 
by clubbing to the tops of the- trees,sawing 
or pinching the stem of the nut and letting 
it fall to the ground* Then Mist or Crab 
crawls down and proceeds to boro a hole In 
the nut and extract the-meat, using the 
first leg behind tho pinchcr* 

The next morning the unloading of our 
supplies started, but it was the third day 
before this job was completed. Meanwhile the 
Japanese aboard tho sampan,.-.soon, filled the 
Ice-holds of tho ship, .wrft8i;\fish to bo sold 
in the Honolulu markets* Quantities of coco¬ 
nuts were also loaded and In tho morning of 
the fourth day tho Sanyo Menu was ready for 
her return trip to Honolulu. Tho anchor was 
lifted and they departed, leaving twomcn, 
a. woman, three rabbits and a sm 11 brown pi.r 
on tho most isolated island in tho Pacific 
Ocean*
